NEW DELHI, March 5: The government of Prime Minister V.P. Singh 
alleged today that kickbacks totalling about S23 million were paid in a 
1 98 1 deal for the purchase of submarines from West Germany. 

The Central Bureau oflnvestigation, the country's federa I investiga- 
tion agency, filed documents is a New Delhi court accusing five former 
officials in the Defence Ministry and a London-based Indian business- 
man of criminal conspiracy, embezzlement, bribery, corruption and 
criminal breach of trust 

The S3 34-million deal for. the purchase of four 1 500 class submarines 
from Howaldt Deutsche Werke of Kiel, West Germany, was made bv 
the government of former prime minister Indira Gandhi . 

Today's court documents named a former vice-admiral and captain 
of the navy and three civilian officials of the Defence Ministry as being 
involved in the kickbacks.

One of the officials, S.S. Sidhu, 
is currently the secretary-general 
of the International Civil Avia- 
tion Organisation, based in Can- 
ada.

The London businessman and

It 
said Hinduja then reportedly 
paid the money to “political bos- 
ses in India." 

The court documents said that 
when the Indian government 
evaluated various submarines, 
the Kockums 45-B submarine 
manufactured in Sweden was 
“found to be the best in operating 
characteristics ... as well as the 
cheapest in overall cost" 

“Yet, it is alleged that man- 
ipulations were done to favour 
HDW by supressing material 
facts," it said. 

Sunday said Hinduja used 
kickbacks- to outmanoeuvre 
Kockums, which “had a decided 
edge over its German rival until 
May 1980.” 

Prime Minister Singh was 
Rajiv Gandhi’s defence minister 
when he began investigations 
into the submarine deal.

Singh later resigned from the 
governing Congress Party and 
was the chief opposition leader 
until last November, when he 
and his national front coalition 
formed the government after the 
Nov 22-26 parliamentary elec- 
tions. 

His main campaign planks 
were promises of dean govern- 
ment and investigations into 
deals made by previous leaders.

Bureau of Investigation filed 
preliminary charges in the 
Bofors Howitzer deal, alleging 
that kickbacks were also paid in 
that purchase. 


BISHO, South Africa, March S, (Reuter): 
South Africa rushed troops to the Ciskei 
tribal homeland today to quell unrest after 
a coup and hinted it would recognise the 
black nationalist rebels who deposed the 
territory's unpopular president. 

Hundreds of soldiers patrolled the 
poverty-stricken territory to protect 
government installations and offices after 
celebrating mobs looted and burnt busin- 
esses associated with’ President Lennox 
Sebe's 1 8-year rule. 

Foreign Minister Pik Botha said be had 
made no decision on whether to recognise 
the Ciskei army soldiers who led the coup. 


but said Pretoria would be guided by 
whether they enjoyed popular support and 
that this appeared to be the case. 

Coup trader Brigadier Oupa Gqozo said 
his bloodless takeover had saved the 
800,000 people of Ciskei — a territory 
bordering the Indian Ocean — from 
repressive and corrupt rule and paved the 
way for reversing apartheid by reincor- 
porating it into South Africa. 

“We as black people are tired of being 
told what to do," he said in an interview. 
“Our action was not the action of the 
military alone but the call of the people to 
rescue them from Sebe's iron-fisted rule." 


The coup was the most dramatic 
incident in a wave of unrest that has swept 
through the 10 homelands, whereabout 10 
million of South Africa's 27 milliou blacks 
live, since the release last month of black 
nationalist leader Nelson Mandela. 

The homelands, pillars of South 
Africa’s race separation policies, are being 
shaken by mass protests demanding their 
aboliton in line with demands by Man- 
dela's African National Congress (ANC), 
the main organisation fighting white rule.

India fully prepared 
to meet any threat 

Nine more killed in Kashmir clashes 


NEW DELHI, March 5 (Agencies): Indian Prime Minister V.P. Singh 
today said India was fully prepared to meet any threat of aggression. 

Talking to journalists here, the prime minister said the National 
Front Government wanted to involve the people of Kashmir in the 
“normalisation process.” 

At least nine people were killed today in Indian-ruled Kashmir as 
security forces battled to quell Muslim separatist revolt, witnesses said. 

Officials confirmed four dead, including a non-commissioned army 
officer shot bv one of his own men in Baramulla near th*» Pakistan 


border. 

“We want the people's process to start in Kashmir,” Singh said, 
adding that the Kashmir problem had been “inherited” from the 
previous government. 

“The previous government had allowed the situation in Kas hm i r to 
deteriorate to such an extent,” he said. 

Singh c laim ed that ever since the National Front Government had 
taken over, the situation in the valley had improved. 


Asked if the army would be 
called out in Kashmir to assist 
the civil administration in tack- 
ling the law and order problem 
there, the prime minister 
remarked, “our array is already 
there.” 

On the proposed national 
security council, he said it will be 
set up soon, after taking “an 
intergrated view” of the defence, 
home, finance and external 
affairs ministries. 

The then minister of state for 
home Arun Singh had mooted 
the idea of setting up a national 
security council to aid the 
paramilitary forces in internal 
security. 

Asked how soon the names of 
the recipients of alleged kick- 
lacks in the Bofors gun deal 
would come out. the prime mini- 
ster said investigations by the 
Central Bureau of Investigation 
(CBI) were on and that “law will 
take its course."

Tougher penalties for rebellion urged 


Lawyers ask court to uphold charges against Enrile 


MANILA, March 5, (UPt): 
State lawyers urged the supreme 
court today to uphold charges 
against an opposition leader 
accused of plotting to oust 
President Corazon Aquino last 
December, warning dismissal of 
the esse would be an “authorisa- 
tion to barbarism." 

The lawyers’ request was in 
response to opposition leader 
Juan Ponce Emile's plea to the 
high tribunal on Wednesday to 
declare as invalid the govern- 
ment charge of rebellion with 
murder, saying a 1956 ruling 
declared the merging of the two 
crimes illegal. 

Enrile, 66, who was arrested 
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and detained a week ago. conten- 
ded that a simple case of rebellion 
should have been filed against 
him 

A conviction on rebellion 
charges carries a maximum of 12 
years’ imprisonment The pen- 
alty for rebellion with murder is 
life in prison. 

Included in the lawyers' writ- 
ten request to uphold charges 
against Enrile was a government 
memo declaring it was time the 
supreme court reviewed its 1956 
decision on the merging of the 
two crimes. The memo also 
urged tougher penalties for all 
forms of rebellion. 

Rebellion “is an authorisation 
to barbarism, a declaration of 
open season for mayhem,” the 
document said. “If rebellion is 
given a very li^ht penalty because 
complexing it with common 
crimes is pariah, it may mean in 
practical effect the warranty for 
every conceivable human evil 
usually committed in war." 

Enrile, a former defence mini- 
ster who helped oust the late dic- 
tator Ferdinand Marcos in a 
popular uprising in 1986, was 
scheduled to argue bis case 
before the supreme court today. 

Six others were charged with 
Enrile, a Harvard- trained 
lawyer, in the Dec 1-7 coup 
attempt that claimed at least 1 1 9 
lives and wounded more than 50 0 
people. The uprising was the 
sixth and bloodiest during 
Aquino’s presidency.

Angola’s rebel leader Jonas 
Savimbi was wounded in the 
bombing of their h eadquarters at 
Jamba on Feb 24, Unita radio 
said. • 

Angola’s right-wing rebels 
asked today for a ceasefire in 
thrir 1 5-year war with the Marx- 
ist government and admitted for 
the first time government forces 
had made major advances. 

Savimbi said he was ready to 
accept an immediate ceasefire, 
organised by Zairean President 
Mobutu Sese Seko, if govern- 
ment forces would abandon then- 
military gains of the past two 
months.

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NEW DELHI, March 5, (AP):Thegovenunent said 
today it would pay interim compensation of S12 per 
month to each of 500.000 people Irving near the site 
of the 1 984 Bhopal gas disaster. 

“The government has been demrly concerned 
about the continuing miseries of hundreds of 
thousands of people of Bhopal who were affected by 
this gas leak disaster,” Petroleum and Chemicals 
Minister M .S. Gurupadaswamy said. 

“The disbursement of final compensation may 
take considerable time and the victims, who have 
suffered for over five years, cannot be asked to wait 
any longer,'' he added. 

The l eakage of toxic gas from the pesticide plant 
operated by the US-based Union Carbide Corp. in 
December 1984 killed at least 3,598 people and 
injured an estimated 20,000. It has been described as 


the world’s worst industrial disaster. 

The government's announcement today said ail 
the people living in the vicinity of the pesticide plant 
at the time of the leak would be paid interim com- 
pensation, pending the outcome of legal battles with 
Union Carbide. 

The payments will run for at least three years, it 
said, so that victims “may continue to gel regular 
assistance over a period of time and this may help 
them in meeting their medical expenses and earning 
of basic livelihood on acontinuous basis.” 

“This decision, to cover all the residents, has been 
taken because we feel that all those people who were 
exposed to the gas have suffered, even though some 
of the health effects may show up (only) tn the long 
run,” G unipadaswamy said.

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Drug education begins in kindergarten 


WASHINGTON, March 5. (UPI): A 
majority of US elementary school begin 
drug education in kindergarten, and most 
also have programmes to discuss Aids and 
sex education, a random survey of prin- 
cipals showed yesterday. 

The National Association of Elemen- 
tary School Principals poll followed up a 
simil ar survey three years ago. Surveys 
were mailed to a nation-wide sample 
and relumed by 495 principals in 1 987 and 
556 in 1990. Most responding principals 
were from middle-class schools in rural 
areas, suburbs or small towns. 

The survey found elementary schools 
were beginning drug education earlier. Sex 
education programmes were increasing at 


aquicker rates than drugprogramraes, but 
were generally introduced later, between 
fourth and sixth grade. 

Drug education existed in 95 per cent of 
the schools, compared with 88 per cent in 
1987. Fifty-eight per cent of schools began 
drug education in kindergarten. 30 per 
cem by third grade and 12 per cent between 
fourth and sixth grade. 

Only 37 per cent of the principals said 
there was not a drug problem in elemen- 
tary schools, compared with 54 per cent 
just three years before. 

Seventy-two per cent of the schools had 
sex education, compared with 61 per cent 
in 1987. Twenty-two percent of principals 


reported sex education in kindergarten, 1 7 
percent by third grade and 51 percent after 
fourth grade. 

Questionsabout Aids were asked for the 
first time. Ninety-six per cent of the prin- 
cipals agreed Aids education should be 
part of the elementary school curriculum, 
but only 63 per cent said they had an Aids 
awareness programme. 

Of the schools with Aids programmes, 
23 per cent begin them in kindergarten, 20 
per cent start them by third grade and 44 
per cent begin between fourth and sixth 
grade. 

Only 2 per cent of schools have bad a 
student or employee with Aids. Seventy- 


seven per cent of the principals said they 
would accep? a student or employee infec- 
ted with the Aids virus, if health auth- 
orities approved. 

“Rarely have schools responded so 
quickly to help society solve its problems, 1 ’ 
said Samuel Sava, executive director of 
Naesp. “Buu we need some help. As 
schools devote more time and personnel to 
society’s ills, society simply must increase 
its investment in schools." 

The Naesp. founded in 1 92 1 . is a profes- 
sional organisation representing more 
than 26,000 elementary and middle school 
principals in the United States, Canada 
and overseas.

HONOLULU, March 5, (AP): 
Strike-bound hotels are flying in sup- 
port staff and advertising for 
replacement workers in the struggk- 
to keep some of Hawaii's biggest 
hotels open. 

The 7,500 members of the local 5 of 
the hotel employees and restaurant 
employees union went on strike 
Saturday in a contract dispute 
against 1 1 major hotels and resorts in 
Hawaii. 

The hotels remained open yester- 
day but many closed their res- 
taurants and snack shops and cur- 
tailed services after the strike began. 
The 11 hotels account for one of 
every five hotel rooms in Hawaii and 
two of every five hotel rooms in 
Waikiki, the state's main tourist des- 
tination. 

Federal mediator Frank Scboep- 
pelsaid no new contract talks will be 
scheduled for at least seven days. 

Tony Rudledge, union president, 
promised to pressure hotel man- 
agement until the hotel's demands 
are met. 

“We may be having some massive 
sit-ins that the employers may not 
like and we may get arrested for tre- 
spassing,” said Rutledge. “You 
don’t get too far walking in a (picket) 
ancle.” 

Hilton Hotels, owner of Hilton 
Hawaiian Village, the largest resort 
in Hawaii with 2^532 rooms, brought 
in about 50 managers from the main- 
land, said spokesman Jeanne Park. 
The hotel also was hiring temporary 
replacements! 

Park said the resort almost has the 
700 to 750 people it needed for the 
day shift Saturday.

JOMTIEN, Thailand, March 5, ( AP): Delegates to 
an international conference on education called 
today for urgent action against illiteracy, which 
affects alm ost a billion people. 

A top United Nations official, Frcderico Mayor, 
told the meeting that the decade has begun with a 
histone opportunity for peace and an end to 
ideological confrontation, but added: 

“How can we hope to advance on the road to 
freedom and democracy as long as one in three 
adults in the world remains illiterate?*' 

Mayor, head of the UN Scientific, Educational 
and Cultural Organisation, said almost a billion 
adults world-wide were illiterate and nearly all were 

in developing countries. 

More than 1 00 million children have no access to 


basic education, also mostly in the poor nations, he 
said in a speech. 

Mayor was among the more than 1,200 represen- 
tatives from 155 countries at the lively world 
conference on education Tor all, the 
ever on education. The conference at Jomben, a 
beach resort about 1 lO kilometres^^es)^^ 
west of Bangkok, is mainly sponsored by the United 

N 1t isexpected to endorse a worid deration on 
providing education for all people and on a fram- 
ework for achieving this. . , 

In a speech, Thailand’s Princess Sinndhorn called 
poverty theroot cause of illiteracy and saiditwas the 
duty of all people to fight it. She also stressed the 
need for education to preserve the environment 


Modern technology thus far has not helped 
reduce illiteracy, said President Hussain Muhamaa 
Ershad of impoverished Bangladesh. 

Besides Ershad, two other heads of state are 
attending the conference: President Mamxnoon 
Abdul Gayoom of the Maldives had been expected 
but for reasons unknown here, did not arrive. 

Mayor said illiteracy was most acute among 
women in developing countries. In those countries, 
an average of half the women are illiterate and in 
some nations, the figure is as high as 75 per cent, he

Evidence indicates North Korea 
initiated the newly discovered 
tunnel carved through the 
demilitarized zone between 
South and North Korea, and its 
existence was a “flagrant viola- 
tion" of the Korean armistice, 
the United Nations command 
said today. 

US Navy Rear Adm. Larry 
Vogt, chief UN command 
delegate to the Korea military 
armistice commission, said in a 
message to his North Korean 
counterpart, Choi Ui-Ung, that 
evidence pointed toward North 
Korean responsibility for the 
tunnel, a command spokesman 
said. 

“We have evidence on another 
t unn el under the DMZ, which is 
an extremely serious violation of 
the Korean armistice 
agreement," Vogt said in his 
message passed through the 
truce village of Panmunjom, 35 
miles (55 Ion) north of Seoul. 

“All the evidence gathered 
thus far by our multinational, 
special investigation team 
indicates the tunnel began inside 
your side of the DMZ and 
extends over 1,000 metres (3,300 
feet) into our position of the 
DMZ. Such a tunnel could be 
used by military forces and 
represents a flagrant violation of 
the armistice agreement" 

Vogt proposed that both sides 
have their joint observer teams 
meet tomorrow to investigate the 
underground pathway dis- 


theDMZ. 

The latest tunnel measures 
about 6 feet (2 m) wide, six feet 
high, and was built in a layer of 
granite 475 feet (145 m) under- 
ground and reached nearly 1,150 
yards (1,050 m) into the South 
from the border, the officials 
said. 

South Korea has urged North 
Korea to stop provocations such 
as digging tunnels and 
immediately agree to resume 
inter-Korea peace talks that 
would eventually lead to 
national reunification. 

Choi Byung-Bo, spokesman 
for the government national 
unification board, said in a 
statement that the newly dis- 
covered tunnel, the fourth one 
found, was proof North Korea 
has yet to abandon its hope for a 
communist takeover of the 
South.

Some 3,000 Bulgarian 
Muslims, known as Pomalcs, 
demonstrated outside the 
National Assembly building, 
demanding that the law should not 
discriminate between them and 
ethnic Tnrks. 

Under hardline leader Todor 
Zhivkov, ousted last November, 
the coimtry's 1.5 milli on ethnic 
Traits and other Muslims were 
forced to adopt Bulgarian names. 

On Sunday night some 1,000 
Pomaks gathered outside the 
National Assembly bmldiog, pled- 
ging to stay there until Paitiament 
altered an earlier draft of the law 
whkh wouM have made them go to 
court to change their names while 
ethnic Turks faced a simpler 
procedure before local auth- 
orities. 

The final version, prepared just 
hours before the session opened, 
laid down the same procedure for 
both groups. They must apply to 
the authorities and will receive 
back their Muslim names within 
14 days. No ad m inistrative charge 
will be made. 

Under reformist bead of state 
Petar Mladenov, Bulgaria’s 
leadership decided last December 
to stop the assimilation drive, 
which started for the Pomaks in 
tiie 1970s and die ethnic Turks a 
decade later. 

Police set np a cordon around 
foe Pomak demonstrators, whose 
protest was the Worth te central 
Sofia in a week. 

On Friday and Saturday 
crowds of 20, 000 and 50,000 mar- 
ched through the capital shouting 
anti-communist slogans and 
demanding quicker reforms. 

The measures must be voted on 
a second time by the National 
Assembly before they become law 
but the vote, expected tomorrow, 
is seen as a formality. 

Protesters had also threatened 
to launch a general strike in areas 
populated by Bulgaria's estimated 
1.2 million Muslims to back their 
demands for a swift change of 

names. 

On station telerisum, Doan, 
identified by his official Bulgarian 
name MedyU Dognaov, ami two 
other Turkish activists again 
appealed to demonstrators to 
“avoid farther tension.” 

Apparently fearful of dashes in 
the event of counter-demonstra- 
tions, a spokesman for the Bul- 
garian nationalist committee for 
the defence of national interests 
urged on TV, “don’t come to Sofia 
because there is a great social ten- 
sion.” 

Prosecutor Yordan Onnankov, 
the Interior Ministry spokesman, 
also called for restraint, and con- 
demned groups who “exert pres- 
sure on Parliament.” 

Also spe a kin g on TV, be urged 
demonstrators to show “political 
sense” and patience and go home. 

After Zhivkov's ouster in 
November, the new, more 
moderate leaders blamed Mm for 
the assimiliation drive and in Jan- 
uary Parfiament decided to allow 
the Turks to reclaim their former 
names. However, no legislation to 
tirat effect has yet been adopted.

Swiss local elections 


Socialist, Green parties gain 


ZURICH , Switzer/and. March 
5, f AP): Socialist and Green par- 
ties gained a majority in local 
elections yesterday in a result 
seen as a clear rebuke by voters to 
a Swiss establishment rocked by 
political scandal. 

Provisional results for. 
Zurich’s 125-member slate 
parliament showed the Social 
Democrats, the Greens and two 
leftist alternative parties won 64 
seats, capturing 17 from their 
right-wing counterparts. 

The elections came one day 
after an estimated 30,000 prote- 
sters took to the streets of the 
Swiss capital Bern to call for an 
end to “sLate snooping.” 

The demonstration, the lar- 
gest since the early 1980s, was 


prompted by the recent dis- 
closure by a parliamentary com- 
mission of inquiry that the 
federal police had secret files on 
more than 900,000 Swiss 
residents, including more than a 
quarter million Swiss citizens. 

Police used tear-gas and water 
cannons lo disperse a group of 
1 00-200 protestors who attacked 
government buildings and 
h anks , smashing windows at the 
federal parliament and the 
federal prosecutors office. 

In a rare scene for this tranquil 
city, the mob, many wearing 
black masks, set fire to vehicles 
and brol^e into the Swiss refugee 
agency headquarters. 

Authorities said ten policemen

were among those injured during 
the violence. Police put the 
damage at more than 100,000 
Swiss francs ($60,000). 

At the official demonstration, 
the vast crowd of peaceful prote- 
sters heard a call from one 
speaker for the political police to 
“rot on the dunghills of history." 

The rally’s organisers 
threatened to launch a petition 
for a “Switzerland without a 
snooping slate'* if parliament 
does not agree to disband the 
political police.

Scargifl 
denies taking 
Libyan cash 

LONDON, March 5, (AP): The 
president of the National Union 
of Mineworkers denied a Daily 
Mirror newspaper report, publi- 
shed today that alleges the union 
received donations from Libya 
during the 1984-85 miners' 
strike. 

“If any monies brought in or 
received from any organisation 
or individuals, including mem- 
bers of staff, emanated from 
Libya, the national officers were 
not aware of it,” said union 
president Arthur ScargiJJ. 

Scargill, 52, said he has 
evidence to disprove a Sunday 
Mirror newspaper report, which 
alleges strike assistance funds 
were received from the Soviet 
Union. 

The union leader said Soviet 
President Mikhail Gorbachev 
told Prime Minister Margaret. 
Thatcher in December 1984 that 


the striking British coal miners. 

“The Sunday Mirror should 
apologise for it’s scurrilous 
allegations against both the 
Soviet President and the British 
miners," he said. 


War has not ended: Contras 


JINOTEGA, Nicaragua, March 
5, (Reuter): Heavily-armed Con- 
tra rebels roaming inside 
Nicaraguan territory say they 
will not lay down their weapons 
until the San dims las have left 
power and the leftists' army has 
been dissolved. 

The rebels’ hardline stance 
could seriously complicate the 
transition from the Sandinista 
government to the pro- 
American United Nations 
Opposition (UNO) alliance foll- 
owing UNO’s February 25 elec- 
tion victory. 

“I couldn't say the war has 
ended,” said Contra patrol 
leader “Freddy" in a village 
located in a valley in this north- 
ern province bordering Hon- 
duras. 

”We still haven’t been assured 


that the Sandinistas are going to 
abandon their arms. And while 
the Sandinistas are in Nicaragua 
there will be no democracy or 
liberty for the Nicaraguan peo- 
ple." 

Opposition leader Violeta 
Chamorro crushed President 
Daniel Ortega in the elections 
and Ortega has said he will hand 
over the presidency. 

But the outgoing president has 
said a peaceful transition of 
power — which includes the 
100,000-man Sandinista army 
and security forces — will 
depend on disarming and dis- 


banding the US- backed Contras. 

An explosion injured two chil- 
dren at the home of a UNO sup- 
porter, but Sandinista officials 
yesterday denied that govern- 
ment helicopters fired rockets at 
the house. 

A front-page story in the paper 
that serves as UNO’s mouth- 
piece, La Prensa. said that three 
Soviet-made helicopters from 
the Sandinista air force attacked 
the home of the UNO activist. 

The Nicaraguan church will 
meet leaders of Contra rebels this 
week to discuss guerrilla terms 
for disbanding, Cardinal Miguel 
Obando Bravo said.

He added that the ministry, 
prompted by its concern to keep 
up with the latest technological 
advances fell it necessary to 
introduce this new service to sub- 
scribers. More such new services 
in. store for. the ..subscribers, 
which .would be tgt provision of 
coin-operated stamp-selling 
machines which would be ins- 
talled in different public places to 
facilitate obtaining stamps and 
reduce crowds at the stamp-sell- 
ing windows of the post office 
department. Further, he said 
that auto-magnetic card tele- 
phone systems would be set up in 
different public places to save 
time and effort for subscribers 
wishing to make overseas calls. 
These auto-magnetic cards 
would be available at shopping 
centres and co-ops. 

He pointed out chat other new 
subscriber services included the 
introduction of the immediate 
collection of due subscriber tele- 
phone bills through computer- 
ised billing systems which ena- 
bled the issue and payment of 
subscriber fills. 


Telephone calling systems 
would also be provided on high- 
ways, which would be directly 
linked to police patrols to res- 
pond to calls for help in emer- 
gency situations.

Arab panel puts off trips 


KUALA LUMPUR, March 5, (Agencies): Pales- 
tinian leader Yasser Arafat said today the UN 
Security Council was likely to meet this month to 
discuss a current wave of Soviet Jewish immigrants 
settling in Israeli-occupied territories. 

The Manama-basea Gulf News Agency (GNA) 
reported today that Arab foreign ministers have 
postponed planned visits to Moscow, Washington 
and Paris to discuss Soviet immigration to Israel, 
until the forthcoming meeting of the Arab League. 

A senior Malaysian Foreign Ministry official said 
Arafat told Prime Minister Mahathir Mohammad 
moves were under way to hold an emergency council 
session in New York. 

“Arafat believes a meeting would likely be held 
some time mid or later this month.'" said Foreign 
Ministry Secretary-General Ahmad Kamil Jaafar.

Diplomatic sources said the talks were being 
proposed by the Soviet Union in consultation with 
the Arab states.

NICOSIA, March 5, (AP): 
Iranian President Hashemi 
Rafsanjani today portrayed 
himsdfas the champion of the 
poor and said the funds of a 
major welfare organisation 
designed to help “the 
deprived” have been misused. 

In what was seen as a public 
admission of rampant 
corruption, Rafsanjani told 
officials of the Imam 
Khomeini welfare conuni ttee, 
a multi -million -dollar organ- 
ization, that its funds have 
“not been distributed justly 
among the deprived. 

“Sometimes resources for 
the deprived have been used 
by the non-deprived." 

Tehran Radio.quoted Raf- 
sanjani as telling the officials: 
“Your duty is to see that these 
means are distributed justly." 

Rafsanjani did not 
elaborate. But last October, 
the former head of another 
major welfare organization, 
the Nabovat Foundation, 
was sentenced to death by an 
Islamic court for embezzling 
millions of dollars ofits funds. 

Corruption is believed to be 
widespread in Iran's bloated 
bureaucracy.

occupied territories. 

Labour Party leader Shimon 
Peres insisted toe government 
decide on its response to the US 
proposals by Wednesday, but 
Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
said the decision could wait until 
early next week. 

In remarks bound to further 
strain relations with the United 
States, Shamir said the govern- 
ment would direct Soviet Jewish

AMMAN, March 5, (Renter): Iraqi President Saddam Hussein 
has presented his Jordanian hosts with 40 cars including a Rolls 
Royce to repay their hospitality at a one-day Arab Co-operation 
Council summit in Amman last month. 

Government sources said King Hussein, known for his love of 
automobiles, received a Rolls Royce, while his two eldest sons, 
Abdullah and Faisal, got Porsche sports cars. 

The Iraqi leader gave about 40 cars, ranging from Mercedes 500s 
to Toyota super saloons to palace officials, government ministers 
and others who played an active part in die summit. 

Cars also went to three Jordanians who wrote poems in his 
honour, Abdul Rahim Omar, Khaled Mahadeen and Haidar 
Mahmoud. 

President Hussein’s generosity did not stop the re. Lesser fry 
received gold watches with his portrait on the face. 

When be is at borne the Iraqi President often marks national 
occasions with gifts of cars, watches or rash to senior government 
officials, army officers and Baatfa Party leaders. 


AMMAN. March 5, (Agencies): King 
Hussein, spearheading Arab protests 
against a flood of St-viei Jewish 
immigrants to Israel, left for France today 
to try to raliy Western support. 

Officials said the king, due to go to 
London on Wednesday, wanted backing 
for the Arab view that the influx could 
destabilise the Middle East 

King Hussein is current president of the 
.Arab Co-operation Council (ACC), which 
also groups Egypt. Iraq and North 
Yemen. 

An ACC summit in Amman last month 
denounced Soviet Jewish migration to 
Israel as an “open aggression against the 
rights u . ,.c Palestinian people and a 
threat to the Arab ■ -tier and current Mid- 
dle East peace efforts." 

Up to 100.000 Soviet Jews are expected 
in Israel this year and several hundred have 


settled in the Israeli-held West Bank. 
Amman fears the newcomers could even- 
tually displace Palestinians and force them 
into exile across the Jordan river. 

King Hussein, who has called for an 
emergency Arab summit to discuss the 
influx and other Middle Eastern issues, is 
worried by Israeli right-wingers who argue 
that Jordan should be the homeland for 
Palestinians. 

“France, a leader of the European 
Economic Community (EEC), has taken 
many stands that were very close to Arab 
positions in recent years,” said a Jordanian 
official who asked not to be named. 

“We hope Paris can help u$ minimise the 
dangers of this migration, which will affect 
not only Jordan but all the Arab coun- 
tries." 

Officials said Hussein, accompanied by 
Royal Court chief Sharif Zeid Bin Shaker 


and Foreign Minister Marwan Qassem, 
would meet President Francois Mit- 
terrand, Prime Minister Michel Rocard, 
Foreign Minister Roland Dumas and 
Defence Minister Jean-Pie ire Cheven- 
ement. 

The EEC said m January Israeli set- 
tlements in the occupied territories were 
illegal and voiced serious concern at the 
posable settlement of Soviet Jews in the 
West Bank and Gaza. 

It said last month it welcomed the 
freedom given to Soviet Jews to emigrate 
but tl»y should not do so at the expense of .. 
Palestinian rights. 

France and Britain, with the United 
States, the Soviet Union and China, are 
permanent members of the UN Security 
Council, which is to debate the issue this 
month at Moscow's request. 

Officials- said King Hussein was con- 


sidering a trip to Washington next month 
to press his case. 

Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
last week accused Jordan of leading a 
hysterical Arab campaign. 

“Anyone who damages this aliyah 
(immigration) cannot be regarded as a 
candidate for peace with us,” he said. 

A government official added the king 
was to hold similar talks with British Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher. 

Last week, Hussein toured Kuwait, 
Bahrain, Qatar and the United Arab 
Emirates to brief their leaders on the out- 
come of an Arab.

Borrowed for this review was a Cartier 
edition Town car finished in a lustrous 
silver. (Ford prefers to call it Titanium, 
which is more befitting a car like this.) 

It cost $34,753 as tested, counting the 
anti-lock brakes* electrically heated wind- 
shield (253), seff-dimming rearview mirror 
(99) and a $555 destination fee. 

Driving the 268 miles (431 km) from 
downtown Chicago to Detroit left this 
writer with mixed impressions about 
Ford’s newest luxocar, which Motor 
Trend magazine named its 1990 car of the 
year. 

If Ford's mission was to preserve the 
living room interior, vault-like quietness 
and stmishy big car aride that have long 
been Lincoln hallmarks, it has been 
accomplished in spades. 

The Town car’s interior — this car still 
seals six in true comfort — looks more like 
a furniture showroom, with its sumptuous 
leather and ribbed velour seats and 
simulated wood planking across i is dash to 
appease traditional buyers. 


Instrumentation consists of a large 
digital readout for the speedometer, bar 
graphs for engine temperature and fuel, 
and a trip computer that helps one count 
down the miles to the next gas station. 

In this case the next fill-up was 3 10 miles 
(500 km) away, based on an observed 
freeway consumption of 1 7.2 Mpg(9 km/1) 
despite EPA ratings of 17 (9) city and 24 
mpg (12 km/I) highway. 

The most noticeable under- the-skin 
improvement is a new speed-sensitive 
power steering system that gradually 
increases wheel effort with vehicle speed to 
give the town car a more responsive high- 
way feeL 

II is a marked improvement from earlier 
Town cars, which, required a steady hand 
to keep them from wandering the width of 
the interstate. 

This 4,1 00-pound sedan positively 
glides over rough pavement. Its interior is 
whisper quiet, even at 65 mph and in a 
buffeting crosswind. 

In fact it probably has the most hushed 


ride of any car ever tested by this writer. 

Bui the Town car is by no means a 
driver’s car. 

While there is less slack thanks to the 
tighter steering, it still numbs too much 
road feel, and its seats are still un suppor- 
tive and la-z-boy soli 

But this is exactly what buyers ofbig cars 
still want, according to Ford, which 
sought to reach the best compromise bet- 
ween smooth ride and responsive handling 
without alienating the typical Town car 
buyer — a 60-year-old male who earns 
$59,000 a year. 

Maybe it’s time to re-educate drivers 
about how a car should ride and respond, 
and convince all buyers that the true 
measure of a good car is not only how well 
it insulates one from the outside world. 

Ford is just the carmaker to do it, and 
probably could have gone a few more 
degrees in tightening the Town car’s ride.* 

After all, its front-drive Ford Taurus 
and Mercury Sable, considered the most 
important new American carsofthe 1980s, 
went further than any other automobiles 
in redefining what a mid-sized sedan is. 

And the current Continental that bowed 
for 1988 with a more European flavour 
also helped buyers redefine their ideas 
about what a luxury car should be, as 
Lincoln's ads say.

Amid the orange, lemon and 
grapefruit trees of Goldeneye, 
Ian Fleming cast James Bond in 
the role of the killer. 

Keal-Iifewas to come to Flem- 
ing s aid yet again in a descrip- 
tion of a long-underwater swim 
forced on Bond in “Live and Let 
Die" when 007 is called upon to 
fix a limpet mine beneath the 
villain’s boat Secatur. 

During his warujie American 
trip. Ian Fleming also visited the 
Canadian village of Ofihawa, not 
far from Toronto, where he spent 
days deliberately undergoing the 
rigours of a trainee to the 


American Secret Service. Flem- 
ing learnt something of how to 
survive with nothing except his 
wit and theclothes he stood up in. 

He later claimed to have 
received his highesL marks on the 
underwater exercise. A derelict 
tanker moored on the lake was 
used for limpet mine instruction. 
The final test came at night with a 
long-under-water swim... 

Lifestyle 

Even as he approached mid- 
dle-age, with the growing success 
of James Bond, Ian Fleming 
strove rigidly to apply the C07 
lifestyle. 

Ian Fleming, like James Bond, 
liked big martinis. Both men 
smoked the same number of 
cigarettes day. They wore the 
same clothes — black moccasin- 
style shoes, dark-blue Sea Island 
cotton shirts, lightweight blue 
suits. 

Both loved scrambled eggs, 
sauce Bemaise and gunmetai 
cigarette cases, double helpings 
of coffee and orange juice at 
breakfast. 

Both Fleming and Bond scor- 
ched up the roads of Britain and 
Jamaica in either a Thunderbird 
or a 4 1 /2-litre Bentley complete 
with Amherst ViUiers superchar- 
ger. 

And the hectic Bond-style sex- 
life continued. Fleming’s wife, 
Annie, formerly married to new- 
spaper owner Lord Rothermere 
and one of Brittain's leading Brit- 
ish post-war socialites, commen- 
ted ruefully: “It is astonishing 
that 1 cannot be in any capital of 
the world for more than a day 
without meeting some woman 
with whom you have had carnal 
relations." 

But inevitably the martinis 
and the vodkas and the 30-a-dy 
Morland cigarettes with the gold 
ring began to take their tolls. 
With the success of bond — sales 
topping more than 40 million, 
the Sean Connery films rolling — 
Ian Fleming’s health went into 
sharp decline. On 12 August 
1964, at the age of 56, he had the 
gigantic haemorrhage which 
killed him. 

Could Ian Fleming really have 
made it as James Bond...! 

During the Oshawa training 
on his American trip, his instruc- 
tor had ordered: “Behind that 
door is a man. Your gun is 
loaded. Open that door, draw 
fast and shoot straight.” 

Ian Fleming claimed to have 
got as far as the landing where he 
waited a long time. Then he gave 
up and went away. 

Later he was to explain: "I just 
couldn’t open that door. I coul- 
dn't kill a man that way.”

NICOSIA, Cyprus, (AP): A Tehran 
daily suggested Saturday that two 
Amen cans jailed in Iran could be 
freed if Washington agreed to release 
three American Muslims imprisoned 
in the United Slates. 

The Engtisb-language Kayahan 
International said the mutual release 
could come after the release of Wes- 
tern hostages held in Lebanon as a 
step toward “improved ties" between 
Washington and Tehran in the 
“post-hostage era. “ 

The paper's mentions of a “post- 
hostage" era was the latest in a series 
of recent indications from Iran and 
Shiite Muslim militants in Lebanon 
that Western captives held in 
Lebanon could be released. 

There are 1 8 Westerners missing in 
Labanon. Most are believed held by 
pro- Iranian factions. 

They are eight Americans, four 
Britons, two West Ger mans, two 
Swiss, an Iris hman and an Italian. 

One of the Britons, New York- 
based writer Alex CoUett, kidnapped 
March 25, 1985. was reported killed 
by his captors, the Revolutionary 
Organisation ofSotialist Muslims, in 
1986. 

No body has been found, but Brit- 
ish officials believe that he is dead. 

Release 

Iranian officials and newspapers, 
as well as a Shiite leader in Lebanon, 
have over the last two weeks matte 
statements calling for the hostages’ 
release. 

But. despite the optimism this has 


raised in some qu triers that a release 
is possible- The bo* rages appear to be 
caught in the crossfire or a rift bet- 
ween Iran's so-called pragmatists led 
by President Hashemi Rafsanjani 
and hardline, anti-Western radicals 
led by former interior minister Ah' 
Akbar Mohtashemi. 

This is mirrored in the Shiite fun- 
damentalist Hezbollah, or party of 
God, which is believed to be the 
parrot group for the hostage-bolding 
factions. 

Hezbollah's political wing sup- 
ports Rafsanjani, who is seeking to 
improve Iran's ties with the West. 
But the militants holding the captives 
are aligned with Mohatasfaemi. 

Nonetheless, Kayhan Internation- 
al 's comments underlined that 
Tehran may be seeking new openings 
for dialogue with the West, par- 
ticularly the United States. 

The daily said the two Americans, 
David Erwin Rabham and Jon Pat- 
tis, could be released if Washington 
freed Dboruba A1 Mujahid, Elmer 
“Geronimo” Pratt and Khalifa 
Hammas Abdul Khalis, who it iden- 
tified as "political prisoners" in the 
United States. 

It said that the Rev Jesse Jackson 
or civil rights activist Ramsey Clark, 
a former US attorney-general, 
should visit Tehran to facilitate the 
Americans' release.

LONDON, (Reuter): The last time there was a poll 
tax in England, the peasants revolted and the chan- 
cellor of the exchequer was lynched. 

Six hundred years later. Prune Minister Margaret 
Thatcher's modern equivalent of funding local 
services by alevy on all adults is sparking a powerful, 
if less bloodthirsty, reaction. . 

Only a month before a "poll tax" comes into force 
in England and Wales, hostilities have broken out 
between the cabinet and local authorities across the 
land charged with enforcing it. 

In a dr ama tic split, 18 veteran Conservative local 
councillors in Foreign Secretary Douglas Hurd’s 
Oxfordshire constituency quit the party in protest at 
the tax. 

Exchanges 

In bitter exchanges between London and town 
halls around Britain, Environment Secretary and 
poll tax supremo Chris Patten accused local councils 
of padding their budgets and telling wrathful tax- 
payers to blame the new tax. 


Warning councils to curb their spending plans, 
Patten said budgets announced so far would have a 
"devastating" effect on inflation, which is currently 
running at about eight per cent a year and is the 
government's biggest economic headache. 

Even Conservative councils in southern England, 
heart of the government's support, attacked 
proposed figures for the tax as inadequate, said it 
would be difficult to collect and called on the gover- 
nment to pump money from central funds into 
education and social services to keep individual 
costs down. 

Demonstrators broke up council meetings in 
three different areas last week as they met to set a 
poll tax figure. 

Batten wrung £1 billion ($1.67 billion) out of the 
Treasury last October to soften theimpact of the tax, 
but there is little prospect of further funds with the 
government in economic trouble and an austerity 
budget likely on March 20. 

A recent opinion poll found that one person in 


three rated the poll tax as currently the top issue of 
public concern. 

With no sign of a solution. Conservative 
politicians met Thatcher on Thursday to voice their 
concern that anger over the tax could cost the party 
the next ejection, due by mid-1992. 

Right-wing Member of Parliament Tony Marl- 
owe called it “a political cyanide pill." He said the 
government had declared “war on the people" and 
warned that the electorate would take their revenge. 
Titanic 

Former cabinet minister John Biffen called the 
tax the government’s “titanic". The pro-Con- 
servativc Times newspaper declared in an editorial it 
was "the rock on which the government is most 
likely to founder at the next general election." 

In Parliament, Thatcher has been assailed by 
mutinous Conservatives fearful of losing their seats 
as well as opposition critics. 

What is also being whispered behind her back is 
that it could cost Thatcher the Conservative leader- 
ship if the rebellion gets much stronger. The govern- 
ment is expected to suffer severe setbacks m local 
elections in May. 

Thatcher has long wanted to scrap thcout-moded 
system of rates, taxes levied by local councils to pay 
for community services based on the value of 
property, and bring in a broader system which 
would boost local government income. 

Her alternative, unveiled in the 1987 election 
campaign, was "to abolish the unfair domestic rat- 
ing system and replace rates with a fairer community 
charge." 

The community charge was passed in Partiament 
in January despite a vote against it by 31 of the 
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tax, more than -double the number of former

Clergy attacks economic policy 


DUBAI, (Reuter): Frustration at economic stagna- 
tion in Iran is creating an atmosphere of popular 
unrest, adding a new and dangerous dement to 
emerging divisions within the leadership, Iranian 
political analysts say. 

Factions of Iran's Islamic clergy have begun a 
new attack on President Ali Akbar Hashemi Raf- 
sanjani's reformist economic hardship for the 
majority of Iranians, the analysts said. 

And the reappearance of disgraced senior cleric 
Ayatollah Hossein Ali Montazeri as a rallying point 
for anti-reformist clergy has added uncertainty, the 
analysts said. 

"This has come just as the government is making 
more and more concessions to economic reality 
because ii knows it cannot contain popular feeling 
for ever,” said a Gulf-based analyst 

Rafsanjani’s dilemma is that fails attempts to save 
the economy by improving Iran’s foreign relations 
and proposing economic reform are not improving 
living standards fast enough to wean popular opin- 
ion to his side, the analyst said. 

Iranian political sources said that over past 
month, crowds have gathered several times in 
Tehran and other major cities for spontaneous anti- 
government protests. 

Interior Minister Abdollah Noun on Wednesday 
denied that there bad been any unrest since a foot- 
ball match riot on Feb 1 6 and said such reports were 
"silly jokes.” ■ 

Analysts said a loss of hope that living conditions 


would improve soon had made crowds ripe for 
outbursts. 

An officially authorised 20 per cent rise in the 
m i n i mum wage on Tuesday was the most recent sign 
of government concern to contain rising dissatisfac- 
tion, they said. 

In the uncontrolled foreign exchange market in 
Dubai, just over the Gulf from Iran, where traders 
are sensitive to every twist and turn of the political 
situation in Tehran, the Iranian rial slumped to new 
peacetime lows this week. 

Traders said rumours of ministerial resignations 
and a general fear Iran was slipping back into 
political chaos seat the rial down toward 1,400 
against the dollar, the lowest since the worst days of 
the eight-year Ifan-Iraq war. 

Late Iranian leader Ayatollah Khomeini sacked 
Montazeri as his religious heir a year ago, telling him 
to stay out of politics. 

Montazeri is anti-Western and stands for the 
Islamic revolution’s social conscience in the minds 
of many Iranians, the analysts said. He fell for 
criticising Khomeini for allowing widespread viola- 
tion of human rights, they sid. 

After Khomeini’s death, the much more junior 
dene Ayatollah Ali Khamenei was appointed his 
religious successor. 

In the esoteric world of Iranian theological 
debate, senior clerics have now attacked Khamenei 
on grounds be does not have theauthority for such a 
position. 


The political and economic attack on Khamenei: 
is closely linked to his dedard support for most of 
Rafsanjani’s economic policies. 

Until Montazeri’s reappearance, Ra f sanja n i 
seemed to be gathering a majority behind him m

condition, and can assist if an attack should occur. 

Question: What is a “ganglion cyst?” A friend gave that 
label to a hard, pea-sized lump I have developed in the 
wrist joint atthe top of ray left hand. It isnot painful unless 
knocked. Are these cysts common? Can they turn can- 
cerous? What is the best course of action for getting rid of . 
one for good? 

-Answer: Your pea-sized lump is one of the most com- 
mon tumours of the hand. It can arise from almost any 
.tissue source, ligaments, tendon sheaths or joint capsules. 
Yours is at the most common location, the dorsum of the 
hand, and flis well in the range of sizes, from a few 
millim etres to 2 to 3 centimetres. Though sometimes they 
feel quite hard, most have a soft or rubbery feel and are 
filled with a dear, jelly-like fluid. They never transform 
into a cancer of any iype. 

-Ifyou are not too inconvenienced and your ganglion has 
been around a short time, you might want to delay any 
treatment since this little balloon will disappear by itself 
sometimes. It nan be aspirated to remove the liquid, and 
'then injected with a corticosteroid, but that procedure 
provides no assurance that the ganglion cyst will not 
return. The most effective method of treatment, when the 
-ganglion is symptomatic, is to eliminate it surgically, being 
most careful, to remove it aU, including the stalk that 
a ttaches it to its origin. This dissection may ajmetimes be 
performed under alocal anaesthetic. A careful skin closure 

will l ea ve only a tiny scar, which when heated will be barely 
viable.' . 


TWO young brothers — bom with severe 
speech handicaps — are amazing doctors and 
teachers with their outstanding musical talents. 
One even plays the trumpet and sings! 

Jonathan Ellis, 13, and bis 12-year-old 
brother Peter were boro with severe deformities 
to their mouths and palates. 

Bur after years of operations and speech 
therapy, the gifted pair nave both won scholar- 
ships to Wells Cathedral School near Bristol to 
specialize in music. 

And Peter has been chosen to play in a con- 
cert at London's famous Queen Elizabeth Hall. 

The boys were both bora with deft lip and 
palate which affects one in 700 of the popuia tion 
and causes speech defects. By rights, neither 
should be able to speak properly but they have 
* surprised doctors with their determination to 
overcome their handicaps. 

And now Jonathan is a talented pianist and 
composer while Peter plays the trumpet and 
sings. Their proud mum Sue, 43, told me at her 
home in Wells, Somerset: “They’re very deter- 
mined. The boys should be an inspiration to 
other with the same condition. 

“I remember the lonely moments in hospitals 
considering the gloomy prospect that they 
would never be normal. If Icould have imagined 
that Peter would sing, I would have had fewer 
sleepless nights!" 

Divorcee Sue explains: “Both the boys were 
bora with bilateral deft lip and palate. It is 
hereditary and it can be shocking to look at a 
baby with this condition. 

“The upper lip is split up to the nostrils. 
Something goes wrong inside the worn band the 
lip does not fuse before the baby is boro. 

“When Jon was bom, doctors told me that ifl 
had a second child, the chances were he would 
inherit thecondition too. But although it causes 
a great deal of discomfort during childhood, it is 
not life-threatening. 

“When Jon was about three months old, he 
had an operation to repair his lip and when he 
was about 1 8 month* he had another one to put 
his palate right. Butitdidn'theal very well, so he 
had to -have four extra operations at Great 
Ormond Street Hospital in London." 

Because of his speech defects. Jonathan had 
to have years of speech therapy. Now he speaks 
so well that it’s hanJ to believe he has ever had 
any problems. 

Although brother Peter suffered the same 
speech defects and had to be taught to speak 
again after an operation to repair his palate 
when he was 10, he has already taken his first 
staging exam and was praised for the clarity of 
his diction. 

Cruel 

Although their deft lips are barely noticeable 
now. Sue still remembers how strangers reacted 
when they saw the boys as babies. She told me: 
“People can be incredibly cruel. They would 
look at Jon and say. ‘Oh. how ugly! How awful 
for you." 

“J suppose it was a bit of a shock. So I got 
extra-sensitive about the boys and I would warn 
people when they looked into the pram." 

Sue says the b©vs musical talents are not 
inherited. “I think tike that alone for a second. 
And so 1 talked to him all the time. When you're 
nursing a child, you handle them and love them 
more and they thrive on it and become brighter 
and more communicative." 

The boys were brought up on concerts and 
operas and showed early musical promise. She 
recalled: "For his third birthday I bought Jon a 
toy melodica — a keyboard instrument which

you blow. And because you're blowing, it’s 
good exercise for the palate. 

"He started playing songs by pressing the 
coloured key which co-ordinated the notes in 
the book. Within two weeks, he had learned to 
play by ear. 

The next step was to buy a second-hand 
piano. “Jon started playing it and I looked for 
someone to teach him. But ill the piano teachers 
were horrified. None of them would take on a 
three-year-old. They must have thought he 
would wet the piano beach or run wild in their 
homes!” 

Sue had already taught the boys how to read 
when they were two, so she started to teach Jon 
to read music. “1 had loads of computer print- 
out paper and I drew musical notes as big as 
thumb-nail. I thought if they were big. Jon 
would remember what I had taught him. 

"I would teach him for a while and when I had 
finished he would sneak back to the piano. And 
in the end I had to practise in the evenings to 
keep up with him!" 

As well as teaching the boys how to read 
music, Sue gave them a home education. 

Both had been reading since the age of two 
and, when Jonathan started regular school, he 
was y ears a head ofhis classmates. Sue decided it 
would be better to continue his education at 
home.untilhewas II. 

Bright. 

"Both boys are academically very bright," 
she said. “And by the time they were three, I 
could give them a shopping list and let them go 
round the supermarket by themselves. 

“Teaching them was a great adventure for 
me. I just thought 'Well, it can’t be that dif- 
ficult!’ I had more fun teaching them than I ever 
had doing anything else. They've given me so 
much.” 

Sue was able to support Jonathan and Peter 
by taking in lodgers, so she could stay at home to 
teach them. 

She remembered: “When Jon was first learn- 
ing the piano, we took in musical lodgers includ- 
ing someone who played the viola and someone 
who played the guitar. They inspired Jon to 


learn other instruments. Another lodger taught 
Jon the piano. And when he was four, be passed 
his first piano exam. Grade I. 

“1 couldn't afford piano lessons. But one day 
we were in London and went past the old piano 
firm Broad woods. We went inside and I sat Jon 
up on one of the piano stools. 

“He started to play some Beethoven and 
some Mozart. Because he was so smalL people 
started to gather round. Everyone thought he 
was remarkable for his age. 

“The manager took me into his office and 
told me they had funds for some scholarships. 
So Jon auditioned and got the scholarship 
which was enough for onepiano lesson a week." 

Jon was playing the violin by the age of four 
and composing at the age of seven. 

When Peter was five. Sue was offered a cheap 
trumpet which she thought would be theraputic 
for him since be was suffering from a rare 
deformity and needed to exercise it. 


“Peter fell in love with the trumpet because 
Jon was doing so well and finally Peter had 
found something he could do better that Job," 
said Sue. “He started taking lessons when he 
was seven. At that time I seemed to spend my life 
between doctor's clinics and music teachers!'’ 

She remembers taking Peter with his trumpet 
to Great Ormond Street to show the doctors. 
“They thought I had meant a toy trumpet,” she 
said. “So when he started to play, the surgeons 
couldn't believe it. 

“AO the doors opened and everyone came in 
to listen. I don't think they had ever seen a child 
with a cleft lip and palate play the trumpet 
before. They didn't even know it could be 
done.” 

Now Sue hopes Jonathan and Peter will ins- 
pire other children born with the same condi- 
tion. Sue told me: “I recently made a tape of Jon 
and Peter playing to send to friends and 
relatives. 1 sent one to the doctors at Great 
Ormond Street, too. 1( occured to me how nice it 
would be for other parents who have babies 
with cleft lip and palate to hear the tape. It 


would give them hope and show them what can 
be achieved. 

"I remember J couldn't believe it when 1 
beard that a choirboy at St Paul's bad been born 
with a deft Up, because to be a choirboy you 
need the most beautiful voice and control. 

“I just thought, if one child could do it, why 
not another? I also found out that the senior 
trumpeter of the Chicago Symphony Orchestra 
was bom with a hare Up.” 

The condition is usually accompanied by- 
disturbances to tooth formations and both boys 
have had several operations to correct their 
teeth. 

They have also been prone to ear infections 
because of the condition and, because these 
infections have slackened his ear-drum, Peter 
has lost much of the bearing in his left ear. 

Now that the boys have settled into their 
school, they divide their spare time between 
scouts, crafts, youth bostelmg and, of course, 
their music. 

Jonathan, who enjoys playing guitar as well 
as violin and piano, told me: “I would love to 
make music my career. I want to be a concert 
pianist 

“(passed my Grade 8 piano exam when I was 
10. That is the highest exam there is. But I want 
to take the exam again to get a better mark. I got 
merit last time but I warn to pass with distinc- 
tion.” 

Jonathan enjoys playing all kinds of music 
and has composed fora brass quarter and string 
quartet He is also a keen scou t and chess play er. 
“I have just won a gold medal for a chess 
competition at scouts and I want to regain the 
title of district champion," he told me. 

‘TU be starting my GCSE courses next year 
so I don’t think I'll have time to carry on with 
scouts. Bull'll try because 1 love all the activities 
even though I’m not sporty. Sport is the one 
thing I’m no good at!” 

Jonathan has composed Christmas carols 
and has won two out of the three school Christ- 
mas carol competitions he was entered. 

Sue says the boys are very close. And Jon- 
athan says of Peter “He has done even better 
than 1 have because people who are bora with a 
cleft lip aren’t even meant to talk properly — lei 
alone play the trumpet!" 

Peter, who also plays viola and piano, told 
me: “I really want to bea concert innnpeier. But 
I also enjoy singing and I’d love to sing opera. 
One of my favourites is The Magic Flute.” 

Ptter is already at Grade 5 on the trumpet and 
spends at least half an hour on the instrument 
each day. He said: "I wouldn't mind composing 
like Jonathan but that takes a special talent 
which he has." 

Peter, who says their mother has taken them 
to more than 40 concerts and operas, has just 
learned he has been chosen to play with the 
National Children's Orchestra and will play in a 
concert at the Queen Elizabeth Hall in London 
at the end of the year. “1 geta littlenervous when 
I'm performing in public," confessed Peter. 
"But I think that helps me concentrate." 

The brothers still need some work done on 
their irregular teeth and Peter will have to wea ra 
fixed brace for two years. “I'm hoping that it 
won’t impairmy playing too much,” he told me. 
“But when it comes off, I'll be able to play even 
better than before." 

Their headmaster at Wells Cathedral School. 
John Baxter, said: “Jonathan has an astonish- 
ing range of musical gifts and Peter is an out- 
standing trumpeter — a remarkable 
achievement in view of his cleft palate."

EEC foreign ministers last 
December agreed a mandate for 
a free trade pact that includes a 
lengthy transition period before 
the scrapping of their protective ' 
barriers. 

“This mandate does not sat- 
isfy the needs of the Gulf Coun- 
cil,” GCC assistant secretary- 
general for economic affairs, 
Abdullah A1 Queweiz, told 
Reuters in Cyprus by telephone. 

Omani Minister of State for 
Foreign Affairs Youssef Bin 
Alawi, whose country is current 
president of the GCC, said after 
the meeting the ministers 
reached a common position on 
negotiations with the European 


side.. 

Under the proposed free trade 
agreement, the 12-nation com- 
munity would scrap all customs 
duties on Gulf imports except 
those on designated sensitive 
products. 

Gulf officials have complained 
this would effectively maintain 
the current restrictionsou petro- 
chemicals, aluminium and 
refined products — industries 
the GCC states are boosting to 
reduce their heavy reliance od oil 
exports.

Accord to boost investment 


KUWAIT, March 5, (Kuna): 
Polish Minister of EconomicCo- 
operation with Foreign Coun- 
tries Martin Swieddd said today 
that the economic reforms 
currently implemented in his 
country are long overdue and 
affirmed that the Polish constitu- 
tion contains guarantees of 
foreign investments. 

Speaking at a press conference 
held at a downtown hotel at the 
end of a three-day visit, the Pol- 
ish minister said that these 
reforms will help make the Polish 
economy compete with those of 
Western Europe. 

He indicated that his govern- 
ment allows unlimited foreign 
capital to enter Poland, noting 
that 1 ,000 joint venture compan- 
ies were-foun’ded in Poland last 
year, including firms from West 
Germany, Sweden and theUS. 

Swiecicki said that 80 per ant 
of the Polish economy is state- . 
controlled, but affirmed that 
current trend aims at shifting 


some of the government's con- 
trol over the economy to the 
private sector. 

Relating to Japanese aid to 
Poland, the minister said that 
Japan will grant a $ 1 billion loan 
to Poland, in the form of credit 
guarantees to help stabilise the 
Polish currency, zluti. 

Replying to a question, on the 
effect of the takeover by the 
Solidarity Union on the Polish 
economy, he denied that the 
union has contributed to the 
worsening of living conditions of 
the Polish people. 

Kuwaiti-Poiish relations, the 
minister said that ties between 
the two countries go back 20 
years in history, affirming that 
the Polish government attaches 
great interest to Kuwaiti invest- 
ments. 

He added that he and Kuwaiti 
Finance Minister Jassem 
Mohammed A1 Khorafi had sig- 
ned earlier today an accord on 


encouraging and protecting 
investments. 

The Soviet-educated minister 
said that his talks with ranking 
Kuwaiti officials tackled the pos- 
sibility of concluding several 
agreements between the two con- 
tnes in the future, including one 
on elimination of double taxa- 
tion.

— asJfears of.sn-earty rise in interest 
rates recreated. 

Economists and central bank 
officials said the central bank 
intervention was aimed mainly at 
, propping up the West German mark 
which has weakened recently on fears 
1 about the possible inflationary 
impact of German currency union. 

“The intervention was aggressive 
and had a huge initial impact, but the 
mark could slide again unless central 
banks return to t be market again 
later this week," said one dealer in 
Frankfurt. 

The West German Bundesbank 
led several rounds of intervention, 
selling dollars for marks at levels bet- 
ween 1.7110 and 1.7020 marks, 
dealers said. 

The dollar, which performed 
strongly last week after a batch of 
favourable US economic data, was 
also sold by the central banks of the 
Netherlands, Italy, Belgium. Swit- 
zerland, Spain, Austria, Britain and 
Denmark. 

It hit an intraday low of 1.6955 
marks before edging up to dose in 
London at 1.7037 marks, more than 
one pfennig down on Friday's 1.7160 
finish. 

The Bundesbank had also sold 
dollars on Friday in its first open 
market intervention since early Jan- 
uary. 

Dealers said trade in the mark was 
likely to remain chojspy at least until 
after East Germany s first free elec- 
tions of March 18. 

The dollar ended at 149.65 yen i 
after finishing last week at 150.00. its ;

The Bank of Japan had earlier sold 
dollars for yea in Tokyo, the seventh 
successive day of Bank of Japan 
dollar sates.

Soviet economists divided over key question of rouble reform 


MOSCOW, March 5, (Reuter): fn the 
days before perestroika, there was no 
such thing as a Soviet budget deficit. 

As Mikhail Gorbachev's closest 
political ally in the Kremlin leadership, 
Alexander Yakovlev, said recently, the 
answer was simple: at the end of each 
year the government printed extra 
money or expropriated the profits of 
state companies. - 

And the deficit disappeared. 

The legacy of communist central 
planning and liberal use of theprinting 
press is billions of practically worthless 
roubles washing around in the system 
with precious few goods to buy. 

Reducing that , “monetary over- 
hang” poses one of ihe biggest challen- 
ges to Soviet reformist policy-makers 
trving to pull the. country out of a 
dee penin g economic crisis. 

But liberal economists are divided.

One of the few filings they can agree 
on is that the policies of the old days are 
discredited and must not be repeated. 

“The first thing we must do is stop 
printing money.” Abel Aganbegyan, 
rector of the government’s Academy of 
the National Economy, told Reuters in 
an interview. 

Butal least four different plans bring 
considered as a growing weight of 
political and economic opinion is thr- 
own behind a campaign to speed up the 
pace of economic reform. 

All are likely to spell even greater 
hardship for Soviet citizens and risk 
exacerbating social tension in a society 
disillusioned by tbefailure of five years 
of perestroika to stop the slide in Oving 
standards. The four schemes are: 


The step-by-step approach, 
ared by Aganbegyan. The key is to 


soak up excess roubles, estimated at 
165-200 billion (currently $275-330 
billion at official rates), by fostering 
private ownership ofland and property 
and offering bonds to give the right to 
purchase consumer items such as cars. 

Most subsidised prices would be all- 
owed to rise to a level dictated by 
market forces, creating a credible mon- 
etary' regime and paving the way for 
convertibility. 

■ Currency reform introducing a new 
rouble. The scheme is advocated by 
some Russian nationalist politicians on 
the right and some radical reformers on 
the left including leading economist 
Gavril Popov, editor of the academic 
monthly journal Problems of the Econ- 
omy. 

Similar to a 1947 currency reform. 


old roubles in savings accounts would 
be swapped for new ones at a rate of 
one-to-one up to a certain limit Every- 
thing above that would be iosL 

The scheme is more radical than one 
model now being considered for 
Gennan monetary union where East 
German savings above a certain level 
could still be swapped for West Ger- 
man marks after a fixed number of 
years. 

■ Introduction of a parallel, converti- 
ble rouble, favoured by another leading 
economist Oleg Bogomolov, director 
of the Institute of the Economy of the 
World Socialist System. 

This would be used at first in free 
economic zones and for joint vultures 
and could be backed by gold reserves. 
One historical precedent is Lenin's 
introduction in 1922 of gold-backed 


“chervonets” in note and, a year later, 
coin form. 

■ Introduction of a universally con- 
vertible rouble backed by gold. This 
idea was floated by a US Federal 
Reserve Board Governor, Wayne 
Angel], on a trip to Moscow last year 
and has been advocated by several 
Western economists. 

The outcome of the currency debate 
has not yet been settled, but arguments 
appear to favour either Aganbegyan's 
step-by-step approach or Bogomolov's 
parallel currency plan. 

Andrei Orlov, deputy chairman of 
the state commission for economic 
reform, told Reuters last week the body 
was “studying carefully” inclusion of 
proposals for a parallel currency in a 
new package of reform measures to be 
unveiled in the next days. 

The concept has also won the sup- 


port of Gorbachev's recently appoin- 
ted persona] economic adviser Nikolai 
Petrakov and has been urged by Wes- 
tern businessmen frustrated by being 
unable to convert rouble profits into 
hard currency. 

One compromise would be to back 
the parallel rouble with foreign 
exchange reserves without pledging 
Soviet gold holdings. The latter are still 
a closely guarded secret, estimated by 
Western economists at somewhat 
above 2,000 tonnes. Last year Angell 
estimated the Soviet gold to be wroth 
S26 billion. 

Aganbegyan's line is closer to the 
current government economic 
programme introduced last December 
in a compromise between reformers 
and anti-refonners. “The government 
has been going slow for two years,” he 
said. “We need to speed up.”

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Breland to 
wait for 
undisputed 
world title 


LONDON, March 5, (Reu- 
ter): Mark Breland may have 
consigned broken Briton 
Lloyd Honeyghan to history 
after Saturday’s crushing 
World Boxing Association 
(WBA) welterweight title 
defence. 

But he will have to wait for 
the undisputed crown he 
craves. 

Joe Fariello, the Ameri- 
can's trainer, said yesterday 
that World Boxing Council 
fWBC) champion Marlon 
Starling had backed away 
from a lucrative title fight to 
unify the two crowns. 

“Starling has pulled away 
from another dash, even 
though he was offered 
5850,000, he told reporters. 

Breland, who demolished 
Honeyghan on Saturday in a 
completely one-sided fight 
that lasted just over eight min- 
utes, lost his WBA title to 
Starling in August 1987 and 
only won the crown back after 
it was subsequently vacated in 
1989. 

Only Starling has beaten 
Breland as a professional. 

That defeat — a surprise 
knockoulin the 1 1 th round — 
led to widespread criticism of 
a man who had been com- 
pared to the great Sugar Ray 
Leonard and Breland is still 
acutely aware that he has yet 
to convince the public of his 
abilities. 

Saturday's triumph may 
boost him, although many 
may suspect Honeyghan was 
already a one shot fighter 
after a disastrous WBC title 
defeat to Starling in Las 
Vegas in February 1989. 

“With Starling it was an 
emoLional thing,” Hon- 
eyghan said. “Against 
Breland 1 have never felt so 
helpless in the ring.” 

Honeyghan, the former 
undisputed champion, hit the 
floor eight times — twice after 
stumbling — and was given a 
total of five mandatory eight 
counts by the Pan amanian 
referee. 

The boxer left to shouts of 
“what a load of rubbish” with 
his career in tatters. 

“When he got hit every- 
thing went and when your legs 
go like that it's time to get 
out," said Breland. 

“His whole expression 
changed after that first jab. 
Maybe it's time for him to do 
something else.” 

Fariello said of the first 
round punch: “It's the fourth 
time I’ve seen Mark score a 
knockdown with a jab. The 
referee told me afterwards he 
had never seen harder jab.” 

Honeyghan' s manager 
Mickey Duff said: “Breland 
has a new viciousness about 
him now and I would back 
him against Starling with my 
life. 

“Breland is the most 
underestimated puncher in 
the world. Pound for pound 
he's better than Mike Tyson.” 


S oviets win European Indoor , — 

Sarvari clinches historic double 


GLASGOW, March 5, (Agen- 
cies): Ulrike Sarvari became the 
first athlete to win the sprint dou- 
ble at the European Indoor 
Championships yesterday when 
she took the 200 metres title. 

No man or woman had ever 
won both titles at the same cham- 
pionships before. 

West German Sarvari, who 
took the 60 metres tide on Satur- 
day, again won in style by setting 
the year's fastest time of 22.96 
seconds. 

“Give Linford Christie our 
regards and lell him we think the 
track is lovely,” Sarvari said in a 
cheeky reference to the men's 60 
metres champion's repeated 
complaints about the surface. 

Sarvari' s double was the high- 
light of a splendid performance 
by the West German team who 
finished second only to the Soviet 
Union in the medals (able. 

The Soviet squad captured 
eight golds, and 1 S medals in all, 
while West Germany won six 
golds in a total of 1 0 medals. 

The Soviets finished with a 
flourish, winning both the men's 
and women's 60 metres hurdles. 

Igor Kazanov, the 1987 
European Cup sprint hurdles 
champion, won the men's event 
in 7.52 seconds, ahead of 
Britain’s Tony Jarrett. 

Then Lyudmila Naroz- 
hilenko, the world record holder, 
won the women's final in 7.74, 
one tenth of a second ahead of 
France’s Monique Ewange- 
Epee. 

Romania's world record hol- 
der Doina Melinte easily won the 
women's 1,500 metres title from 
Swiss Sandra Gasser, returning 
to international competition 
after serving a two-year suspen- 
sion for doping.

Only I can take on Kasparov: Karpov 

World No. 2 confident of beating Timman 


KUALA LUMPUR, March 5, 
(Reuter): Former world chess 
champion Anatoly Karlov of 
the Soviet Union says he is con- 
fident of beating Jan Timman of 
the Netherlands in the month- 
long World Candidates' Final 
that begins here on Thursday. 

The winner in the Malaysian 
capital will challenge current 
champion Gary Kasparov of the 
Soviet Union for the world title. 

“I believe I am the only player 
who can take on Kasparov. Tun- 
man has no chance," said Kar- 
pov, world champion from 1975 
to 1985 and now ranked second. 

“Timman is very experienced 
but his problem for many years is 
that he becomes nervous at the 
crucial stages,” he said. 

Kasparov took the title from 
Karpov in 1985. They fought to a 
12-12 draw in a draw in a re- 
match in Spain in 1987 and the 
defending champion retained the 
title. 

Karpov and Timman, world 
number three, have met 50 times 
in the past 22 years. Karpov has 
won 16 times, Timman has taken 
three and the rest were drawn. 

Timman has refused to be 
drawn into any pre-match show 
of confidence but told reporters

he bad learned from his previous 
defeats to Karpov. 

“The match should be interes- 


ting and I am playing better than 
before," he said. 

An official of the W’orld Chess 


Federation (Fide) said that as 
both players knew each other 
well there would be no need for 
an appeals committee, a rare 
move for such matches. 

“I expect the match to be frien- 
dly. We are good friends,” Kar- 
pov said of Timman. 

“We are on good terms.To say 
we are friends would be an exag- 
geration but I don't expect any 
conflicts,” Timman told repor- 
ters. 

Helping Timman prepare for 
the match are grandmaster Ulf 
Andersson of Sweden, Gyula 
Sax of Hungary and Vlastimil 
Hort of the Soviet Union. 

On Karpov's side will be 
Soviet grandmasters Igor Zait- 
sev and Oleg Romani shin and 
international master Mikhail 
Podagets as well as American 
grandmaster Ron Henley. 

Gudmundur Amlaugsson of 
Iceland is the chief arbiter for the 
match, which will be over 12 
games. The winner will be the 
first to score 6.5 points with one 
point awarded for the winner of 
each game and half a point for a 
draw. 

The winner receives 187,500 
Swiss francs (S 1 25,000) while the 
loser gets 1 12,500(375,000). 


Jansher takes title 

MADRID, March 5, (Reuter): World champion Jansher Khan 
won the Spanish Open squash title yesterday, overcoming Aus- 
tralian Rodney Martin in the final after dropping die first game. 

Martin, who dispatched second seed Jahangir Khan in straight 
games in Saturday’s semifinals, battled hard against Jansher but 
eventually succumbed 13-15 15-6 15-3 15-12. 

“It was not easy and I believe the key of the match was that 
after losing the first game 1 did not lose my confidence,” Jansher 
said. 

Third seed Martin, ranked fifth in the world, said his concen- 
tration had been spoiled by thinking too much about winning.

“The difference between Jansher and Jahangir is that Jansher 
is much quicker,” the Australian said. “But anyway I think I can 
beat them.” 


The history behind a drop of 

water 


Water has always been of 
vital importance to Man’s 
health and well-being.

It was a way of 
caring for both body and 
soul. In the I8th and 19th 
centuries, it was in fact 
believed that the waters 
from the spring at Ramlosa 
could cure most ailments.

The 1,1 10- 
kilometre (690-mile) event iastsa 
week and finishes with another 
time trial on a mountain ouzside 
Nice. 


“It was a significant time 
trial," Fignon said. “All the best 
are up front. I think the final 
winner of Paris-Nice is in the top 
ten.”

But Lemond spent the winter 
receiving awards and admitted 
he neglected his training. As a 
result he came back to Europe in 
January short on form and alittie 
overweighL 

“I am still about seven or eight 
pounds over my Tour de France 
weight,” Lemond said. “But 1 go 
pretty well on the flats. It’s just 
when I get to the mountains that 
it gets difficult now.” 

In his four races in February, 
Lemond dropped out of two and 
finished far behind in the other 
two. 

“I have always been known to 
start slow and finish strong. By 
June and July I will be in good 
shape again,” he said. 

The raris-Nice race ends next 
Sunday. After that Lemond 
plans to enter the Milan-San 
Remo event, the first of the 
World Cup races. 

Then he returns to the United 
States for a while.

(Reuter): Jennifer 
Capriati, a 13-year-old 
American hailed by Billie Jean 
King as tbe best young player of 
any generation, makes her 
eagerly anticipated debut in the 
world of professional tennis on 
Tuesday. 

Such is Capriati's reputation 
already that she has signed 
endorsement deals reportedly 
worth more than $5.5 million 
even before her first professional 
match in a $350,000 tournament 
in her home state of Florida. 

The tennis prodigy showed her 
promise by winning the junior 
French Open and US Open titles 
last year and played alongside 
professionals in the US Wight- 
man Cup team, taking her debut 
raaLcb 6-0 6-0. 

“She is the best young player 
of this generation or any other 
generation, including when 
Tracy Austin and Andrea Jaeger 
came up,” said King, winner of 
20 Wimbledon titles, who has 
coached Capriati and will play 
doubles with her in Boca Raton. 

“Her sense of the court, where 
to hit the ball, is almost as good 
as (world number one Steffi) 
Grafs,” she said. 

Under women's International 
Professional Tennis Council 
rules, a player cannot enter a 
professional tournament until 
the month of her 14th birthday. 

Capriati turns 14 on March 28 
and says she is confident about 
coping with the pressure from a 
nation eager to find a successor 
to Chris Evert. 

“I'm looking forward to going 
out there and having a great 
career and having a lot of fun on 
the pro circuit,'' Capriati said. 
“I’m not going to think about the 
pressure. I’m trying to blank it 
out. I am playing for myself.” 

Tougher 

Austin, who was almost 16 
years old when she played and 
won her first professional tour- 
nament in Stuttgart, West Ger- 
many, said Capriati would havea 
tougher debut. 

“There wasn't as much pres- 
sure on me as there a on Capriati 
because I had been playing and 
people knew who I was,” said 
Austin, twice US Open cham- 
pion before injury forced her to 
quiL 

"Everyone knows who 
Capriati is. she has all these con- 
tracts and she hasn’t played a 
match. That’s pressure." 

Capriati has her own clothing 
line and a racket contract, both 
set up by Evert's brother John. 

Chris Evert, whose father coa- 
ched Capriati when she was 
younger, said she had spoken to 
Capnati on several occasions 
and felt the teenager could han- 
dle the pressure. 

“She loves tennis and that’s 
the most important thing. For 
her it’s not a business, it's a lot of 
fun and she is a great little 
player,” Eyert said. 

Capriati said she would play 
no more that 1 2 tournaments this 
year, including Wimbledon and 
the US Open which she has 
dreamed about entering since she 
first picked up a racket at the age 
of five. 

“I’m not expecting to win my 
first pro tournament and I’m not 
expecting to lose in the first 
round. I just want to go out and 
play well so I can get ready for 
Wimbledon and the US Open,” 
she said.

“1 wasn’t going for a win today, 1 was going for the 
overall title,” Zurbriggen said. 

He was assured of that title when Ole-Christian 
Furuseth of Norway missed a gate and was eliminated in 
the first heat. 

Zurbriggen 's placing yesterday boosted his points total 
to 31 2, 92 ahead of Furuseth, his nearest rival. Tbe Nor- 
wegian, who specializes in the technical disciplines, confir- 
med he would not start in the two downhills in Sweden at 
the end of March. Even if he gained the maximum 75 
points from the other three remaining races, he would be 
unable to snatch victory from Zurbriggen. 

Zurbriggen. an all-rounder who won the World Cham- 
pionships iu 1984, 1987 and 1988, will thus share a place in 
skiing history with retired Italian supremo Gustavo 
ThoenL

WORLD CUP finalists United 
Arab Emirates missed all their 
scoring chances and allowed 
Bahrain to score from a penalty 
today, eliminating themselves 
from contention for the Gulf 
Cup.

“Differences can occur 
among brothers, but this must not 
affect the love that binds our two 
nations." 

Heshara Ajjaj told the Kuwaiti 
official that his country's protest was 
basically directed against the referee- 
ing. 

Sheikh Fahd described the Iraqi 
federation's statement as “insulting 
to us," and said he never hoped to see 
matters taking that course in such a 
way that led lotbe Iraqi team's with- 
drawal.

The injury, a fracture of the 
right leg just above the ankle, has 
thrown Romario's hopes of a 
place in Brazil's World Cup side 
into doubt.
